Germany Refuses 
To Sign Protocol 


Delay of U.S. Said to Have Caused 
Change in People’s 
Opinion 

Paris —Germany has decided not to 
sign the protocol presented her by the 
allies as a condition for putting the 
peace treaty into effect, the peace 
conference has been fiotified. 

It was learned that Baron - Kurt 
Von Lersner, head of the German 
delegation here, called on Secretary 
Dutasta of the conference, and told 
him that Germany had made such a 
decision.

fields havesbeen discovered, namely 
~ the Medicine Hat, Bow Island Vik- 
ing-and Pelican Rapids fields. The 
gas is derived from the toe of the 
Colorado in the Medicine Hat field, 
and from sands in the Lower Color- 
ado in the Bow Island and Viking 
fields. 

Three anticlinal arches have been 
found. These arches however, are 
so low and diffuse that owing to the 
scarcity of natural exposures of 
rock, it is difficult to trace them. 

The first anticline extends from 
the Sweet Grass hills in Montana, 
then northwestward to the Bow 
river. The Bow Island field is near 
the axis of this anticline. The se- 
cond anticline extends northwest- 
ware from the Saskatehewan-Alber- 
ta-boundary in approximate lati- 
tude 52, to Viking. The third an- 
ticline crosses the Athabaska river 
-labout 20 miles above McMurray 
and, like the first and second, has 
a. general northwest-and-southeast 
course. 

In the Medicine Hat gas field 
there are 28 wells, with an approxi- 
mate capacity, open flow, of from 
90 million to 92 million cubic feet

press, but the public generally. 

The avowed object of this scries 
of ‘addresses by Mr. Crerar was to 
outline to the people of the citics of 
the West the main principles of the 
New National Policy promulgated by 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
the policies in support of which the 
farmers are uniting “irrespective of 
former party affiliations and to in- 


2 ee. 
people to be reasonable, and to be 
guided by reason and not impulse. 

The danger against which Mr. 
Crerar warns people to be on guard 
probably has found its greatest and 
most tragic expression in the ranks 
of organized labor, where large 
groups of men showed a_ wil- 
lingness to desert their former lead- 
ers, and their great international 
craft unions, and follow ultra-social- 
istic, even anarchistic, leaders and 
their will-o’-the-wisp nostrum of the 
One Big Union. Here in the West 
organized labor came very close to 
destroying itself. Tt largely alienated 
the support of all reasonable men and 
women, and has created a division in 
its own ranks which it. will take a 
long time to overcome. 

If Canada is to grow great and 
prosper there must, be. ncither dis- 
tinctly “class” nor “sectional” group- 
ings in this Dominion. “Classes” and 
“groups” as such may very properly 
carry on educational propaganda ‘with 
a view to convincing the people as a 
whole that they are right, and, when 
, they succeed in so. convincing them, 
their views will find concrete expres- 
sion in the laws of the land. But the 
attempt to pass “class’”* legislation can 
only end in disaster, hinder the dev- 
elopment and prosperity of the Dom- 
inion,-and lead to turmoil, trouble and 
possibly open strife. - 

The crying need of Canada is 
greater unity among all classes, races, 
creeds. and sections—not further riv- 
ision into “groups.”: Out of the com- 
mon sacrifices of the Great War there 
should develop a broad and strong 
Canadian ‘national spirit. Patriotic 
Canadians everywhere should — set 
their faces sternly against the crea- 
tion of further class distinctions,, and 
should seek to encourage the idea of 
all joining hands in a national cause 


vite the support of all classes, in city 
as well as country, who believe: in 
the principles and policies enunciated 
in that Platform. 

It is altogether probable that Mr. 

-Crerar’s serics of meetings was also 
prompted by the fact that in the 
Cochrane by-election in Alberta Mr. 
Wood, the U.F.A. leader in that prov- 
ince, took the ground that the farm- 
political a dis- 
tinctly “class” that 
he advocated other groups and class- 
es organizing along. sitnilar “class” 
lines. This*is in direct opposition to 
the. policy of the Canadian Council -of 
Agriculture and the. leaders of the 
formers’ movement in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba.

views advocated by Mr. Wood, and 
Mr. 
great pains to impress upon his hear- 
ers the fact that the promoters of the 
New National Policy, so far from en-

openly and strongly opposed to such 
a course. 
' Apart, however, from their prim- 
ary object in explaining the New Na- 
tional Policy to the people of urban 
centres throughout the West, the 
speeches of Mr. Crerar served a truly 
national service in that he gave ut- 
terance to timely words of warning 
and advice, addressed particularly to 
the farmers, but which have a much 
wider application. . Quoting from a 
verbatim report of his speech at Re- 
. gina, we find Mr. Crerar -saying: 

“In these changing. times a great 
responsibility rests on the organized 
farmers of Canada. It rests on you 
because from the very accident of 
circumstances these: things you hold 
dear are being discussed ffom one end 
of Canada to the other. 
when reason should guide your ac- 
tions and course in every, way. If 
‘you do not, and you are animated by 
impulse alone, this splendid ediface 
you have reared and the opportunity 
shat lies ahead of you will.be largely 
ost. 

“T have observed in some quarters 
what I would term fair weather Grain 
Growers coming to the front. By 
that I mean not those who have stood 
the heat and burden of the fight for 
ten years, but men who Stood aside 
and let the fight go on, and now when 
they see the tide is turning and run- 
ning strong, want to thréwtheir Jot 
in with us. 1 have no fault to find 
with it. You will not find. your truest 
and best councillors among such men. 
If you did you would have found 
them in the movement at. the first.” 

These words of warning and advice 


apply to more people than the far- 
mers. There is a tendency, in the 
present world unrest and’ upheaval, 
for people in all walks of life to break 
away from the true and tried-methods 
and leaders of the past and turn to 
something new. Changed conditions 
from what have'prevailed in the past 
are admittedly necessary. This is re- 
‘cognized on all sides, but the danger 
lis in the apparent willingness of 
many people to thoughtlessly seize 
upon anything new, and of running 
to extremes.
